EVEN CANNON PROMISES 
SQUARE DEAL TO REBELS 


But the Insurgents Are Chary 
of Walking Into Something 
That May Be Loaded---Lead- 
ers Are Trying to Get the 
Insurgents to Enter G. O. P. 
Caucus. 


Washington, January 13.—Following 
President Taft's advice to the republi- 
cans in congress yesterday to “stop 
quarreling and get down to the party 
legislative program as quickly as pos- 
sible.” there were concrete evidences 
of a definite attempt to bring the 
warring factions together upon some 
basis of at ieast a temporary under- 
Standing. “There seemed for the first 
time this session to be a spirit of con- 
ciliation in the afr.’ and decidedly less 
of the bitterness of the past few weeks. 

President Taft let it be known that 
he still considers all of the insurgents 
as republicans. Speaker Cannon an- 
nounced that all republicans would be 
invited to the caucus on naming the 
Ballinger-Pinchot committee next 

| week, and he hoped all would attend. 
_ sepresentative Hayes, ef California, 
one of the leading insurgents, made 
tW6 trips to the white house as a re- 
sult of which he announced that at- 
téMpts to adjust matters were under 
vey. 

Taft Not Using Patronage Club. 

In his talks with Representative 
Hayes and other callers, today, the 
president sald that he was not with- 
holding patronage from any republi- 
can senator or member of congress be- 
cause of votes cast against Speaker 
Cannon against the rules of the house 
or against the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
bill. 

If. however, there are any among 
the insurgents who intend to carry 
their fizht against the speaker and 
against the rules to the extent of op- 
posing purely administration and party 
n¢éasures, to which the party is 
plie@ged, the president will no longer 
regard them as republicans, but as 
having clearly arrayed themselves 
aeainst the party. Under these circum- 
stainces he declares he could not be 
justified in recognizing any claims for 
patronage from senators and represen- 
tativés who would use the very patron- 
@ge given them as ammunition against 
the party. 

Mr. Taft is said to be satisfied with 
the way matters are progressing, and 
he has received many personal assur- 
ances that most of the so-called insur- 
certs will support the administration 
ir easures. 

Cannon Promises Square Deal. 

Speaker Cannon today declared that 
the insurgents of the house would have 
@ square deal in the coming republi- 
can caucus if they came into it. There 
were no efforts in advance by any- 
body, he said, to set a trap or pitfall 
for those of the maiority who have 
been fighting the organization, but on 
the other hand no one could properly 
be given any definite assurances or 
promise as to wiat the outcome of the 
caucus would be. Everyone of two: 
hundred and more republicans in the 
house would be bidden, and they shoulda 
attend, said the speaker. 

The caucus will be held probably 
the beginning of next week, and it is 
understood that tt is to be made the 
basis for a contemplated reconcilia- 

' tion Between the house insurgents ani 
the regular republicans. How this may 
be brought avout is not aprarent ta- 
night. | 

The house insurgents, or a majority 
cf them, are chary of walking up to 
something that might turn out to be 
“jog ded,” as one expressed it. Speaker 
Cannon said today that there would be 
no, effort in the caucus to punish any- 
body for what might be termed past 
misdeeds, but that\every republican 
reprerentative should come to the cati- 
cus and take pot-luck on the result. 

What Insurgents Say.

POPULAR. GOVERNMENT 
SHID TO: BE AT STAKE 


Pinchot Declares Popular Gov- 
ernment Needs Conservation 
No Less Than Conservation 
of Natural Resources---Rights 
and Property of People Must 
Be Safeguarded. 


Washingten, January 13—*"The con- 
servation of natural resources and 
the conservation of popular govern- 
ment are both at stake. The one 
needs conservation no less than the 
other.”’ 

This statement epitomizes the form- 
al announcement made public tonight 
by Gifford Pinchot, who wds recently 
removed as chief of the forest reserve. 
The former official declares the great 
moral issue that now faces the coun- 
try is not the loss of natural re- 
sources, 80 much ag whether special 
interests or the people shall rule. 


Pinchot Still in Fight. 
The. statement,':in part, is as fol- 
lows: 


“At this time I have no comment to 
make on recent gvents. Whether in 
or out of the government service. ‘I 
propose to stay in the fight for con- 
servation and equal opportunity. 
Every movement and measure. from 
whatever source, that tendg to ad- 
vance conservation and promote gov- 
ernment by men for human welfare. I 
shall try to help. Every movement 
and measure, from whatever source, 
that hinders conservation and pro- 
motes government by money for prof't 
I shall endeavor to oppose. The su- 
preme test of movements and meas- 
ures is the welfare of the plain peo- 
ple. I am as ready to support the ad- 
ministration when it moves toward 
this paramount end as I am to oppose 
it when it moves away.” 


Regrets to Leave Service. 

Mr. Pinchot expressed his profound 
regrets at leaving the forest service 
and pays tribute to the faithfulness 
and. high quality of service rendered

“Today that mov@ment expresses 
one of our deepest hational convic- 
tions,” he says, “an the principles 
for which it stands are received as 
axiomatic.

Mr. Pinchot then traced the recom- 
mendations of the conference on con- 
servation at the white house in May, 
1908, the subsequent creation of.the 
national conservation commission, 
which he says, together with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's message to congress 
on the subject, set forth a comprehen- 
sive, definite scheme for the conser- 
vation of our natural resources— 
which-he applauds and indorses. 

Enemles of Conservation. 

Then he proceeds: 

“At this critical period, when the 
goal was in sight, enemies of con- 
servation, in congress not only suc- 
ceeded in preventing an appropria- 
tion with which to pursue the work, 
but attempted to forbid its progress 
by the Tawney amendment to the last 
sundry civil bill. Thereupon, the 
work of the national conservation 
commission was stopped. 

‘The recommendations of the com- 
mission stfll wait for aétion. All wise 
men will agree that-the situation is 
serious. The Tawney amendment was 
more than a mistake—it was a de- 
liberate betrayal of the future. The 
dangers which confront the conserva- 
tion movement today must be met by 
positive action in congress. No ac- 
tion will be equivalent to bad action 
and will have the same results. 

“TInless congress acts, the water 
powers will pass into the hands of 
special interests without charge and 
without Iimit of time. 8o0 with the 
phosphate deposits on public lands, 
when the withdrawals which now pro- 
tect them are removed. So with the 
enormously -valuable coal deposits in 
Alaska, which the present law would 
sell for 310 per acre.

He said that occasions would 
arise when the stockade superintend- 
ent would send out certain prisoners 
to -which the commissioner of public 
works might object, and that the street 
bosses might. think a convict needed 
whipping when the stockade superin- 
tendent thought otherwise. 

“We have sought to get rid of a 
long-standing difference between the 
city engineer and the commissioner of 
public works,” he said, “and now we 
are trying to create two offices be- 
tween which there will be more dis- 
agreement and more trouble.” 

Action WIll Be Taken at Once. 

Alderman Candler expleined that the 
whole matter would have to be settled 
by council when the proper ordinance 
was presented. SS 

A motion was made to adopt the re- 
port of the committee and to refer it 
to the committee on ordinances and 
the city attorney, with instruction to 
prepare an ordinance covering the rec- 
ommendations made in the report. 

Councilman Chambers wanted to 
know how soon such an ordinance 
could be presented. 

Alderman Candler said that he would 
call the ordinance committee together 
Saturday and endeavor to have the 
ordinance ready for council to act upon 
it next Monday afternoon. 

The salient features of the ordinance 
will be the creation of the offices of! 
prison superintendent and prison phy- 
sician, and such rules and regulations 
as are prescribed in the report. 

The report of the committee was 
then adopted, without a dissenting 
vote. 

Text of the Report. 
The report of the committee was, in 


full, as follows: 
“To the Mayor and General Council of 

Atlanta: 

‘We, the committee appointed by the 
mayor, by authority of the genera! 
council! of 1909, to investigate the 
charges which have been made by the 
grand jury of Fulton county against 
the conduct and management of the 
city stockade, and contained by autnor- 
ity of the general council of 1910, beg 
leave to submit herewith our report, 
together with certain recommendations 
which we deem appropriate in view 
of our findings. 

‘The investigation which we con- 
ducted Was of the widest scope, hav- 
ing in view the single object of ascer- 
taining the whole truth as to condi- 
tions at the sto¢kade, regardless of 
whether they were covered by specific 
charges or not. Our sessions covered 
the better part of eleven days. A 
large number of witnesses were exain- 
ined, and the widest latitude was al- 
lowed in the examination of witnesses. 
Counsel representing Mr. H. Il. Collier, 
the commissioner of public works, on 
one side, and the Atlanta Georgian on 
the other, appeared before the com- 
mittee and were extended every facil- 
ity for the most searching invéétiga- 
tion. In addition to the evidence sub- 
mitted to us on thé public ReaengS. 
the committee, in order to satisfy it- 
self fully, made, unannounced, a per- 
sonal visit to the stockade, and also, 
in order that it might have a basis of 
comparison, it paid & visit to the 
stockade of Fulton county. Mention 
is made of these matters merely in 
order that the general coufncell and the 
public may know that this report is 
the result of the most thorough and 
painstaking investigation that It was 
possible for us to give t® thé sub- 
ject. 

“Without undertaking to fix the 
blame, we do not hesitete to say that 
our stockade system which has for 
many years prevailéd in Atlanta is 
bad, and in the very neture of things 
can not but be attended with many 
abuses. -In making this stricture we 
do not mean to be ufiderstood as con- 
demning any particular ‘man or set of 
men, sO much as a system, for which 
all of us and our predecessors in of- 
fice, as well'as the general public, are 
at fault In that it has been allowed 
so long to remain without correction. 
The inmates of the stockade, compris- 
ing as they do the friendless, the help- 
less, the moral derelicts of the com- 
munity, have been able to lift no voice 
that could be he&rd beyond the stock- 
ade walls, while those of us who are 
far removed from the. stockade atmos. 
phere have been gulity of the com- 
placent indifference to existing evils 
which is too apt to De exhibited by 
those who are not ought in daily 
contact with those evils. 

“The vice of the system, in the opin- 
ion of your committee, Iles chiefly in 
the fact that in the past the stockade 
has been operated as a business inst{- 
tution. for the purpore of adding to 
the city's revenue. Each succeeding:

station booth. , When I arose and 
faced him he ran through the lobby 
of the station. I gave pursuit, calling 
out as loudly as I could, “Stop him; 

Some of the men employ- 
ed in the station held him, and I called 
Officer Andrews there and he arrested 
him.

Washington, January 13.—(Special.) 
Fanatic or patriot; over-zealous en- 
thusiast, or vigorous and tireless guar- 
dian of the people’s rights and prop- 
erty; captious critic, or man with a 
mission; presumptious subordinate, or 
a& man who, because of his work, ts 
greater than the president and his 
whole administration.

Remedy in Hands of State 
Food Officials. 


So Say Dr. Wiley and Solicitor 
McCabe, of the Department 
of Agriculture --- A Pink-Red 
Tint Shows Flour Has Been 
Bleached.

Washington, January 13.—(Special.) 
The remedy for the evil of bleached 
flour imported into Georgia for sale is 
in the hands of the state pure food 
officials, according to Dr. Wiley and 
Solicitor McCabe, of the department of 
agriculture. 
The government is now éngaged in 
fourteen different sults for alleged vio- 
lations of the pure food laws and the 
regulations of the department govern- 
ing the bleaching of fleur. Forty ex- 
pert inspectors have secured evidence 
to prosecute these suits. The first of 
the cases willl be tried in New Orleans 
on January 26. 

Solicitor McCabe intimated that while 
the department considered these suits 
sufficient to thoroughly establish the 


reasonableness of the regulations fixed 
by the department, there was no rea- 
son why state offictmls in Georgia 
should not proceed against violators 
of the law under the state act, which 
is modeled on the federal statute. 

“Shipments of adulterated flour from 
without the state are subject to your 
state laws immediately upon the orig- 
iral package being broken and the 
shipment mixed with other goods of 
the consignee,” said Mr. McCabe. 

Dr. Wiley referred to the fact that 
the department only has forty inspec- 
tors to cover forty-seven states, and 
that often there was an average of 
less than one to a state. Referring to 
Tho Constitution’s story of Wednesday 
about the acid test being applied to 
flour, he said the red-pink tint would 
stow conclusively that the flour had 
been bleached.

PAUL LINDSAY 
WINS FIRST CASE 


Brought Out a Unique 
Contention in Murder 
Trial. 


With the unique contention that it 
was absolutely foreign to the nature 
of a full-blooded negress to have com- 
mitted suicide, Paul L. Lindsay, form- 
erly national president of the Rural 
Letter Carriers’ Association, 
first case and secured the acquittal 
of Will Morrow, a negro. client 
charged with murder, in Judge Roan’s 
court yesterday. 

Additional interest is given the case 
by the fact that this was Mr. Lind- 
say's first appearance in any superior 
court. He was admitted to the bar 
last month, following a leng course of 
study, and his friends are jubilant 
over the shrewdness shown in his 
original defense. They argue it 
prophesies a brilliant future for him 
at’ the bar. 

Associated with Mr. Lindsay in the 
case was W. H. Lewis, a well-known 
young Atlanta lawyer, who moved 
here recently from Alpharetta. 

It is understood other lawyers had 
been approached to defend Morrow, 
but refused the case because it seem- 
ed so hopeless against him. He was 
charged with having stabbed his wife, 
and the circumstantial evidence ap- 
peared almost conclusive. 

A Novel Theory. 

Mr. Lindsay, with Mr. Lewis, as- 
sumed charge of the case and at once 
formulated his defense upon the sui- 
cide theory. This done, he advanced 
to show that death could 
have been self-inflicted in the case at 
issue. From this point he developed 
that the dead woman had “white 
blood” in her veins to the extent of 50 
per cent. 

His next contention was that being 
thus far white, the suicide theory in 
her was tenable, But that no full- 
blooded negress could have beep ex- 
pected to meditate or perform self- 
destruction 

In about twelve minutes the jury 
returned with a verdict of acquittal. 
Mr. Lindsay will shortly form a law 
practice with Alonzo 8. Fields, himself 
a lawyer of experience and repute- 


tion.

Says Dr. Knapp in Macon| 
Address. 


Declares Failures of Crops Are 
Attributable to Failure of the 
Farmers to Take Advantage 
of Government’s Offer of Aid. 


Macon, Ga., January 13.—Much of 
the failures of crops and the limited, 
amount of such that are produced is | 
attributable to the failure of the Amer-! 
ican farmer to take advantage of the 
national government's Offer of assist- 
ance. This, in effect, was the state-. 
ment made by Dr. Seaman A. Knapp, | 
of the department of agriculture, oak, 
an address here today. His talk was! 
devoted to an exposition of the farm. | 
ers’ cooperative demonstration work | 
and the benefits it held out to such! 
farmers as took advantage of it. | 

Mayor John T. Moore and President} 
Emory Winship, of the Macon Cham- 
ber of Commerce, made the opening 
remarks. Dr. Knapp was introduced 
by M. V. Richards, land and industrial 
agent of the Southern railway. He 
was entertained at the residence of 
President Winship. He left for Jack- 
sonville this afternoon. 

Kixperimental Station. 

Dr. Knapp, in the beginning, admit- 
ted that the government experimental 
stations, while they were doing a great 
work for the advancement Of agricul- 
tural science, were deficient, in that 
they could not reach the farmers with 
the results of their experiments. He 
deciared that although the government 
endeavored to get such information 
before the farmers through the use of 
bulletins and néwspaper and magazine 
articles, in many statés not more than 
one farmer in a thousand ever read 
them, or, if he did, was benefited. 

“Happily, there is a system of edu- 
cation that can reach all the people.” 
Dr. ‘Knapp continued. “It is known 
as the Farmers’ Cooperative Demon- 
stration Work, and its aim is to place 
a practical demonstration before the 
farm masses, illustrating the best and 
most profitable methods of produc- 
ing the standard farm crops and to 
present to them in the attractive way 
of an object lesson many lines of yval- 
uable knowledge in such a manner as 
to secure their active participation, and 
to prove to the farmers that they can 
do much better than they are now 
doing.” 

The speaker explained the Farmers’ 
Cooperative Demonstration. It is con- 
ducted by a special agent In charge, 
who reports directly to the chief of 
the bureau of plant industry of the 
department of agriculture. In addi- 
tion to five general assistants, an of- 
fice force and a corps of field agents, 
classified according to geographical 
location, there are state, district and 
local agents. The four last named of- 
ficials are supervising farmers. whose 
reports finally reach the government 
through regular channels. 

Use Setentific Methods. 

The plan is to have sOme farmer in 
each county setaside his farm, or part 
of it. to be cultivated according to sct- 
entific methods, the methods to be di- 
rected by the government experts. This 
farm is visited by an agent of the de- 
partment of agriculture at least once 
a month, who sees to it that instruc- 
tions are being carried out. Neigh- 
boring farmers are invited to witness 
the improvement in returns from the 


the Same assistance by the govern- 
ment to make their land more produc- 
tive. 

“Generally there are two viewpoints 
from which to regard the Farmers’ 
Demonstration Work.” 
said Dr. Knapp. “The superficial view- 
point is that it is simply a method of 
increasing corn crops and adding more 
to the corn crib. The real viewpoint 
is that it is a system of adult educa- 
tion, carried to the farmer on his farm, 
and its correctness proved by the re- 
Sults as tested upon the soil. He can- 
not doubt them, because he works out 
the problems himself and receives the 
reward.

ineyitable, money has been earned at 
the expense, frequently, of humanity 
and of decency. In the conduct of any 
penal institution the primary consider- 
ations should be the correction of the 
offender and the protection of the pub- 
ile; and experience has taught that 
where the institution is conducted for 
profit, these considerations will al- 
ways give way to the one of hew to 
manage sO as to produce the largest 
possible income. 

_ “We are informed that it has been 
customary to rearrest refractionar 
prisoners upon the expiration of thelr 
sentences, bring them befo the re- 
corder charged with some offense al- 
leged to have been committd while 
imprisoned at the stockade, consist- 
ing in reality merely of an iftfraction 
of the stockade rules, and send them 
arn to the stockade on conviction 
of thig offense. This custom is wrong, 
and should be discontinued. We do 
not intend to advocate anything 
which would tend to weaken dis- 
cipline at the stockade—indeed, as 
will be seen hereafter, one of the 
miost serious complaints that we have 
to make is that the discipline already 
is ineufficient—but we do not believe 
that it is right, just or legal that the 
recorder’s court should be used as an 
instrument of discipline, and men who 
have already been guilty of no more 
serious offense than breaches of pris- 
on rules should on that account be 
sentenced to additional stockade sen- 
tences. 

“In laying before your honorable 
body our findings of facts it has been 
deemed advisable to divide the sub- 
jects into the following groups or sub- 
division: (1) Food, (2) clothing, (3) 
bedding, (4) general sanitary condi- 
tions, (5) discipline, (6) charges of 
misappropriation of funds, (7) Mr. 
Collier’s responsibility for existing 
conditions, and (8) general recommen- 
“dations looking to an improvement of 
conditions. These subjects will be 
@iacussed in the order named. 

Food Badly Cooked, 

“We find that the food furnished 
the prisoners is of fairly good quali- 
ty—that is to say, we found no evi- 
Gence of spoiled oor inferior meat, 
bread or Vegetables being served the 
prisoners. The cooking of the food, 
however, and the general conduct of 
the kitchen and dining room, is any- 
thing but wholesome or cleanly. While 
the meal from which the cornbread is 
made is satisfactory, the bread is 
baked into loaves or pones’ about 
double the size that they should be, 
and is very badly cooked. When it 
is allowed to get cold it is soggy and 
heavy. and it is hard to see how any 
one with any regard for his stomach 
could eat it. The meat is boiled or 
fried in hunks, and is also very badly 
cooked. No attention seems to have 
been paid to variety of diet, and prac- 
tically the same food is served every 
day. No wheat bread is served. Mo- 
lasses of fairly good quality is served 
the prisoners, but it is kept in open 
erocks, or bowls, a standing invita- 
tion to every fly that happens to be 
in the vicinity—an invitation that is 
very generally accepted. The kitchen 
and the dining rooms are uncleanly 
and unsanitary, and a none too fra- 
grant water closet opens immediately 
off from the negro dining room. 
“The reason or these conditions is 
doubtless due to the fact that all the 
work of the kitchen and dining rooms 
is done by the prisoners themselves. 
A competent cook should be employed 
#oud placed in charge of the kitchen, 
eharged with the _ responsibility -of 
biesc. ving. cleanliness and sanitary 
conditions. With the facilities at 
hand, much better food should be 
served than is now done. The meat 
and the bread should be better cook- 
ed. Smaller pones or loaves should 
be used, and the meat should be cook- 
ed in thinner slices. Inexpensive and 
serviceable sirup pitchers or jugs 
should.be provided, which would pre- 
vent flies from getting into the mo- 
lasses. Metal cups should be pro- 
vided the prisoners, and they should 
be furnished coffee once a day. Beef 
or mutton should be served once @ 
week and fish once a week, and some 
vegetables, either potatoes, peas, cab- 
bage. turnips, or turnip greens should 
be served every day at dinner. Wheat 
bread should be furnished twice a 
week. Some attention should be paid 
to variety of diet. Above all things, 
the kitchen and dining rooms should 
be kept clean. and the convicts them- 
selves should be required to wash 
thetr hands and to preserve cleanli- 
ness in eating. 

“All these changes could be effected 
at a comparatively trifling increase of 
expense, and would result in a vast 
improvement in conditions at the 
stockade. 

Better Clothing Needed. 


“Under present conditions, when a 
prisoner arrives at the stockade, if it 
be in the daytime, the first thing in 
order for him after he gets off of the 
wagon on which he rode out is to go to 
work—if at night, he goes to bed. In 
neither event is he bathed or given a 
crange of clothing. At night, no night 
clothes are provided him, and he must 
perforce sieep in the clothes that he 
has on. It must be remembered that, 
in the vast majority of instances, his 
condition on arrival at the stockade is 
one of extreme filth. Nothing is done 
to alleviate this condition. As a nat-

prisoners who go to the stockade clean 
come away filthy, while those who go 
there filthy come away even more so. 
Of course, lice and vermin can but be 
present under such conditions upon 
the inmates. 

“This is a condition which should not 
be tolerated for an instant. All con- 
victs, upon arrival at the stockade 
should be stripped to the skin, given a 
thorough bath and provided with a 
complete suit of prison clothing, both 
underclothes and outside clothing, to 
be worn while the sentence is being 
served, the prisoner’s clothes to be 
fumigated where necessary and return- 
ed to him upon discharge. The prison 
clothing should be kept clean and 
changed es often as necessary. The 
prisoner should be required to bathe 
at least once a week in winter and 
twice in summer. Night clothes should 
be provided and their use required. 
While it may not be possible to Keep 
the stockade up to the standard of a 
well-conducted county, state or nation- 
al institution, it is at least feasible to 
prevent filth and vermin due to failure 
to bathe and change clothing. 

Must Improve Bedding. 


“In the white wards we found the 
tedding in fairly gocd condition, 
though it must be admitted that in the 
matter of cleanliness there was room 
for improvement. In the negro femaie 
ward, the bedding was very dirty and 
in an unsanitary condition. The worst 
condition we found to exist in the 
mgro male ward. There the bedding 
was extremely dirty and ragged, and 
consisted solely of a number of mat- 
tresses thrown on the floor. No at- 
tempt was made to see that each pris- 
oner was provided with a separate bed. 
All were turned into one room and 
lefttofight it out among themselves as 
to where or how they should sleep. 
No great play of the imagination is 
necessary to picture the resulting 
struggle of primitive and semi-savage 
natures, nor to arrive at the conclus- 
ion that whenever there were more 
convicts than beds, the convict that 
went bedless was the one that had not 
the physical strength to take a bed by 
ferce. 

“A clean bed should be furnished 
every prisoner that is sent to the stock- 
ade, and this bed should be kept clean. 
Metal cots, or beds attached to the 
vall in such a way as to permit of 
their being raised or lowered, and such 
as are usual in well-conducted prisons 
and penitentiaries, should be provided. 
with a mattress to each bed and a 
cover or slip over each mattress which 
could be removed after the prisoner 
has been discharged and a clean cover 
substituted. These covers should be 
changed as often as necessary to pro- 
mote cleanliness—in other words, there 
should always be a clean cover or slip 
cn every mattress, and prisoners should 
be required to use the same bed every 
night during their stay at the stock- 
ade. Pillows and slips should also be 
provided. 

Sanitary Conditions. 

“As will have been inferred from the 
foregoing, the general] sanitary condi- 
‘tions at the stockade in the past have 
ibeen bad. Recently, there has been 
some effort to bring about an improve- 
iment of this condition, and the work 
of putting the water closets into prop- 
er condition had progressed rapidly 
| before our visit to the stockade. There 
is still much, however, in the way of 
! general sanitation that should be cor- 
‘rected. The floors should be _ Kept 
| cleaner and should be more frequently 
scrubbed. Lime, in the shape of white- 
wash, should be applied to the walls. 
,; Where, in the discretion of the super- 
lintendent, it is necessary to shackle a 
iprisoner, the shackles used should be 
first sterilized, so as to avoid’ the 
possibility of infection from this 
source. 
to keep separate the diseased from the 
healthy prisoners. Some of those sent 
to the stockade are suffering with tu- 
berculosis, many with venereal 
eases, and these are allowed to mingle 
freely with healthy prisoners. We 


competent physician, who would be re- 


work, and whose duties it should be to 
have general medical supervision of 
the police station and the stockade, 
examining all prisoners with a view to 
ascertaining if they are suffering from 
any infectious or contagious disease, 
and that under no circumstances 


lshould a healthy prisoner be allowed | 


to occupy a bed .previously occupied 
by a diseased prisoner, or use eating 
or drinking vessels in common with 
such diseased prisoners. The blankets, 
bedding and clothing of the prisoners 
should be washed frequently and kept 
in a &anitary condition. We do not 
recommend separate cells for each 
prisoner, because we do not believe 
it would be to the best interest of the 
prisoners themselves that this should 
be done. 
Discipline Poor. 

“We find that the discipline which 
has been maintained at the stockade 
has at times been very poor. Instances 
have occurred of gambling, fighting 
and cursing among the prisoners with 
the knowledge of the guards. Sufficient 
care has not been used to employ as 


uards men of good moral character- 


4 

‘who will compel respect and -enforce 
obedience to the rules of the institu- 
tion. Salaries should be paid which 
will enable the city to obtain the ser- 
vices of good men for these positions, 
and a sufficient number of them should 
be employed to enforce cleanliness, to 
protect the convicts against each oth- 
er, and to preserve order. A guard 
should be on duty in each of the main 
rooms provided for colored prisoners, 
jand for male white prisoners, while the 
'prisoners are in the stockade; especial- 
ly ought this to be so at night. 

“The question oy eorporal punish- 
ment of prisoners for infraction of the 
rules of the institution, which natural- 
ly groups itself under.the head of 
‘discipline,’ is one which has given your 
committee no little trouble. The effort 
to reach a sane middle ground between 
mawkish sentimentality on the one 
hand and inhuman brutality on the 
other is by no means free from diffi-. 
culties. We are not prepared to say 
that corporal punishment of the pris- 
oners should be forbidden, but unques- 
tionably it should be resorted to only 
as an extreme measure, and should 
be inflicted only by men possessing 
sound judgment and humane instincts. 
We examined carefully the so-called 
‘bucking machine,’ about which so 
much has been written in the public 
press. It is not a pretty thing to look 
at, nor does. it arouse the hobler and 
finer sentiments of an aesthetic and 
delicate nature. But as common-sense 
men, endeavoring to look at the mat- 
ter in a cOmmon-sense light, we are 
compelled to say that in our opinion, 
if refractory and rebellious prisoners 
must be whipped, the use of the ‘buck- 
ing machine’ is a far more humane 
method of compelling submission than 
to have the prisoner held down by his 
fellow conyicts or by several guards,

“We also made a careful inspection 
of the iron rings which have been 
made the subject of much public dis- 
cussion. These rings are placed at a 
height of 5 feet 6 inches from the 
floor, and it would be a very small 
person indeed who could not. with- 
cut standing on tiptoe, reach the 
rings. As a form of corpora! punish- 
ment, the rings are less brutal than 
whipping. 

“In the nature of things, corporal 
punishment is always more or less 
brutal,.and as before stated, the exer- 


cise Of it should never be left to any 
but men of the utmost discretion, and 
should then be limited to cases of ex- 
treme necessity. We will have more 
iO say on this subject in our general 
recommendations to your honorable 
body. 


Misappropriation of Funds, 


“We find that for a number of vears 
there has been conducted at the 
stockade a small truck farm, and that 
it has been customary to sell such 
produce as was not needed at the in- 
stitution itself. Instances were brought 
to our attention of sales by subordi- 
nates at the stockade where the pro- 
ceeds were not immediately * turned 
over to the proper city authorities, and 


in one or two instances .were never 
turned over. We do not, however, find 
that Mr. Collier had any knowledge 
of these transactions, or thet he has 
been guilty of any misconduct in the 
misappropriation of funds belonging wo 
the city. No adequate svstem of book- 
keeping seems to have been maintained 
at the stockade, and it is, therefore. 
not surprising that irregularities of 
"se nature indicated should have taken 
place. 


Mr. Collier’s Responsibility. 


“For many of the abuses which have 
cxisted at the stockade Mr. Coalller 
cannot escape resvonsibllity. To a 
very considerable extent the _ gsanita- 
tion could have been made much bet- 


ter had he given to the matter the in- 
telligent personal attention which it 
demanded. He has been far from care- 
ful in the selection of his subordinates. 
and this hag been the direct cause of 
many of the worst evils that have 
existed. At the same time, we find 
that in other matters Mr. Collier has 
been hampered and handicapped by the 
lack of sufficient funds to Carry out 
the needed reforms. He himself has 
called attention in his reports to the 
ccuncil to the need of many of the 
improvements which we have suggest- 
ed in this report. but without avail. 
The old system, the ancient order of 
things, has been against him. Our 
people have accustomed themselves to 
a mental attitude in regard to the 
Stockade which is anything but flat- 
tering to us as a community. Mr. Col- 
lier, as before stated, is not free from 
blame for conditions to which we 
have called attention. but we should 
not lose sight of the fact that he

STOCKADE REPORT 
PLEASES COLLIER 


Regarding the report of the stockade 
investigating committee, the following 
statement was given out by Commis- 
Sioner of Public Works Henry L. Col- 
lier: 

“The report Of council's investigat- 
ing committee, as [I knew jt would, 
thoroughly vindicates me from the 
many malicious and libelous charges 
that have been hurled at me daily dur- 
ing the past three weeks by certain de- 
signing individuals. These individuals, 
evidently impelled by ulterior motives, 
have charged me with cruelty, graft 
and general corruption. The charges 
being totally unfounded, Of course the 
committee could do nothing less than 
vindicate me. 

“Before commenting further upon the 
report of the investigating commit- 
tee I cannot overlook this opportunity 
to express my belief that a fair-minded 
and justice-loving public will not fail 
to frown its disapproval upon the un- 
principled, underhanded, vicious. and 
totally unfounded slanders and defa- 
mations that have been heaped upon 
me. 

“It is gratifying to note that the in- 
vestigating committee backs me up in 
almost every one of the unheeded rec- 
Ommendations which I have for years 
urged -upOn the general council and 
its committees. I feel sure that the 
members of the investigating commit- 
tee will agree with me that had my 
recommendations been met with a fa- 
vOrable response, practically afl of the 
reforms and changes Suggested would 
now be tn actual existence. The two 
criticisms offered of my management 
by the committee relate to the sani- 
tary conditions in the stockade and the 
selection of my subordinates. 

“Close on the heels of these criti- 
cisms the committee makes these dec- 
larations: ‘At the samne time, we find 
that in other matters Mr. Collier has 
been hampered and handicapped by the 
lack of sufficient funds to carry out 
the needed reform * * * and that his 
duties have been too heavy and too 
many in the past.’ 

“This inadequacy of funds, in the 
very nature of things, cut a big figure 
in the lack Of sanitary facilities and 
in the kind of subordinates which I 
was able to employ.”

“Power should be given the mayor and 
general council, On recommendation of 
the prison committee, and for cause 
shown, to remove .the superintendent 
of prisons at any time before the ex- 
piration of his term, and the law 
should provide ‘that this officer shall, 
so far as possible, be a man experi- 
enced in the handling of prisoners. The 
Superintendent of prisons ghould be in 
complete charge of the stockade pris- 
on, farm aid yards, but the supervision 
of the blacksmith shop and stables now 
located at the stockade property should 
be left, as provided tn the charter 
amendment of 1209, in the hands of the 
chief of construction. The superintend- 
ent of prisons should operate the stock- 
ade farm.;arranging with the chief of 
construction for the necessary stock for 
this purpose. In the event of any con- 
flict between the superintendent of pria- 
ons and the chief of construction, the 
matter in dispute should be referred to 
the prison committee of the general 
council, who should have final power to 
settle the disputed matters.

“We recommend that during this 
year the commissioner of public works 
be empowered to appoint a suitable 
foreman and stable boss, to have charge 
of the wagons, mules, harness, feed- 
Stuffs, tools and stable of.the oity at 
the stockade, and that this property 
remain as provided by the present law 
under the superintendent of construc- 
tion after the year 1910. 

“We recommend that the superintend- 
ent of prisons be required to turn over 
upon cal! or demand, all available men 
during the remainder of the year 1910 
to the commissioner of public works, 
and after that time, to the chief of 
construction. to be used as heretofore 
on the public works, such men to be 
worked under a foreman and guards 
to be appointed by the commissioner of 
public works, or the chief of construc- 
tion. upon the approval of the prison 
committee of the general council. We 
further recommend that in future no 
property of any kind be kept at the 
prison Or upon the stockade property 
other than that belonging’ to the city. 

“Your committee has not undertakan 
to draft an ordinance carrying into ef- 
tect the changes herein recommended.

As the root of most of the evils the report of the stockade investigating 
committee justly condemns— 

The practice of saddling one official with administration and respon: 
sibility of both city stockade and the department of public works. 

The committée recommends these offices be forthwith divoreed abso- 
lutely and placed under separate heads. 

The recommendati6n should be made effective immediately. 

It is aimed at abolishing a system that should never have been permitted 
to develop. & 

| When Atlanta was a crossroads town it might have been practicable to 
combine the management of these two departments under one official. 

That possibility long ago became obsolete in the growth that has made 
stockade and public works departments each a sufficient task for any one 
individua], however able and cons¢lentious. 

A commissioner, under the present system, discharging his duty to the 
| public works, supervising the important paving and repairing so paramount 
an item of Atlanta’s administration, cannot possibly give adequate per- 
sonal supervision to the details of stockade management. 

The converse holds true with equal emphasis. 

The man who is in charge of the important responsibilities incident 
to the proper care of Atlanta's streets and sewers has his hands full with- 
out being charged with the additional burden of the housing and comfort 
of the city prisoners. 

Likewise, the man who has charge of the keeping of these prisoners 
should be on the ground every hour of the day and should give careful 
personal attention to the minute details of stockade management. 

That this has not been done in the past is clearly established by the 
report of the council investigating committee, which further makes it clear 
|that under an inherited system the head of the department of public works 
has been forced to carry responsibilities which caused an unreasonable 
division of attention. 

And it is to the end of remedying this that the ccmmittee makes em- 
phatic recommendation that the stockade be placed under independent man- 
agement. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that council will now see its way clear to 

make the necessary appropriation to place the stockade upon a humane 
basis: It is worthy of note that several of the recommendations heretofore 
.strongly urged by Commissioner Collier are commenaed in the committee's 
report, and while nothing is to be said in defense of such conditions of 
}the stockade as have been exposed by the investigation, it is but just to 
| Commissioner Collier to say that for these conditions the city itself is at 
‘least in part to blame, for not having properly sustained the department in 
| response to its oft-repeated appeals for funds with which to meet the abso- 
| lutely emergent demands of decency and humanity. 
The announcement that former Chief John W. Ball, of the Atlanta police 
| department, has been appointed by Commissioner Collier as superintendent 
of the stockad® will be received with universal gratification. No better se- 
| lection could have possibly been made. Chief Ball has had long experience 
,in management of this kind,”and while positive with those under him ana 
a strict disciplinarian, he is known to be gentle and kind. That he will 
bring order out of chaos at the stockade can be accepted as a foregone 
conclusion.

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HON. M. V. GALVIN URGES 
DIVERSIFICATION OF CR 
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Macon, Ga. January 13.—(Special.) 
Hon. Martin V. Calvin, director of 
the Georgia Experiment Station and 
secretary of the Georgia State Agri- 
cultural Society, was in Macon 
today and was among the in- 
terested listeners to the speech of Dr. 
Knapp on demonstrative work in 
agriculture. 

Mr. Calvin ha@s given years to a 
close study of agricultural conditions 
in the country at large, more espoct- 
ally at the south. He has been ac- 
tively interested in farming since 
1878. He has all along been in the 
front rank of those who have been 
working for results which can come 
through a larger yteld per acre of,a 
variety of crops that can be success- 
fully produced at the south. He en- 
joys an established reputation as an 
accurate statistician, and he has used 
that gift, early and late, in an effort 
to center the attention of the farmers 
of the south upon the supreme im- 
portance of a larger average yield per 
acre of all crops at greatly reduced 
cost of productien. 


Mr. Calvin visited Macon for the 
express purpose of hearing Dr. 
Knapp. He heard him at Shreveport 
on the occasion of the anti-boll wee- 
vil convention in .1904. He express- 
ed himself as very much. pleased with 
the general scope of Wr. Knapp’s ad- 
dress. In that connection Mr. Cal- 
vin gave out an interview as follows: 

“IT listened with pleasure to Dr. 
Knapp.” said Mr. Calvin. “The doctor 
seems to have been assigned a mis- 
sion—that of arousing southern farm- 
ers to the necessity of taking what he 
regards as a new @Geparture in agri- 
culture—diversification in crops, live 
stock, etc. 

“I want to show how easy of ac- 
complishment the doctor's mission is. 
The foundation was long ago la'd by 
the policy and practice as to things 
agricultural by the farmers of the 
fifties in these southern states. 

“What has been successfully done 
can be again successfully accomplish- 
ed if the same good sense and energy 
be used in the later as in the early 
instance. 

“The southern states, with only 
per cent of the population of the 
union. made in 1860 323.7 wer cent of 
the corn crop of the entire country.

OFFERS RE 
FOR LYNCHERS 


Pulaski County MenWho 
Killed Negro Wanted. 


Governor Acted of His Own 
Motion, as None of the Pu- 
laski County Officials Would 
Make Request That the Re- 
wards Be Offered. 


Governor Brown yesterday offered 
rewards of $100 each for the first five 
men convicted of lynching the negro 
Harvard, a short time ago near Coch- 
ran, in Pulask! county. 

Harvard got into a dispute with W. 
D. Boothe, a white man, on one of the 
couhty roads, and shot and killed him. 
The negro himself was wounded twice. 
Before the death of Boothe some un- 
known parties took Harvard out and 
lynched him. 

Based upon the newspaper reports, 
Governor Brown wrote a letter to Or- 
dinary P. T. McGriff and Shertff John 
R. Rogers, of Pulaski, asking whether 
any efforts were being made to bring 
the lIyng¢hers to justice, and whether 
the circumstances of the case were 
such as to call for the offer of re- 
ward for their apprehension, by the 
executive department. 

It appears from the reply which 
Governor Brown received that his let- 
tere was turned over to the county 
commissioners by the ordinary and 


sheriff, and the county commissioners ° 


turned it over to J. B. Mitchell, 
attorney of Hawkinsville, 
that he answer it. 

In his reply Mr. Mitchell did not re- 
fer at all to the matter of the offer 
of reward by the executive depart- 
ment. He stated the finding of the cor- 
oner’s jury, which was to the effect 
that the negro'had come to his death 
by gunshot wounds inflicted by un- 
known parties, and that no arrests had 
been made, for the reason that it was 
not Known who did the shooting and 
no one was suspected. 

Mr. Mitchell further explained that 
the county commissioners had no au- 
thority to offer a reward from the 
county treasury, as they would prob- 
ably be enjoined if they attempted to 
do so, under section 5892 of the code. 

Upon receipt of this reply, Governor 
Brown conferred with the attorney 
general and offered the rewards of his 
Own motion, as stated.
